Yes-- I have built one (with the audio amp) and eventually will review it if I 
ever find the time. It's really not bade. The only reservation I have about 
it is that you cannot adjust the center frequency of the pass band, which is 
fixed at around 750-800 Hz. If you use 750Hz and set the filter to 80Hz 
bandwidth... you could miss somebody that's a mere 30Hz off your zero beat 
freq. 


Can't compare to the SCAF filter, but for the money it is pretty good.

Gang, 


First, an atta' boy for KI6DS and a thank you to N1TEV for providing his 
list of regen articles to QRP-L. Looks like I have missed a few but 
definitely not on purpose! Charles Kitchen is a gifted writer as well as a 
designer. 


I built the "$10 Receiver Has Microvolt Sensitivity" from EDN shortly after 
being published in August 1994. It was my first "dirty" project not to 
mention a regen. The end product really is an ugly s.o.b. (not N1TEV's 
fault). But, it works remarkably well, simplicity notwithstanding. 


Mine is tuned with an AM polyethelene variable cap (2 sections, about 240 
p£) and an 8:1 Jackson Bros. ball drive. This is the same "laboratory grade 
polycap used in the original St. Louis Tuner project. There is very little 


drift after tuning and none most of the time. The combination works great 
and allows for compact packaging. 


The receiver is pretty darn hot but at the same time smooth. Consequently, 
I've spent many enjoyable hours listening and discovering the world of 
shortwave. To this day I have never owned a general coverage receiver so 
this little regen gets me there, so to speak. 


The regeneration point is predictable and easily controlled. Selectivity is 
excellent when properly adjusted. You could almost work the less hectic 
contests or chase DX with it. A single 88 mh toroid makes a nice low-cost 
filter circuit and is compatible with the design concept. 


Audio could be better but is more than adaquate with 8 ohm phones. I run 
this regen wide open, no gain control and on the regular station antennas. 
At one time I piped everything through an old Marantz receiver and a couple 
of bookshelf JBL's. That was a treat! Having said that suggesting the 
receiver is quiet is a very fair statement. A 9V battery lasts a long time. 


If you wanna’ get your feet wet on a regen this is definitely the one to try.

Hi everyone: 

I just completed installing the Funkamateur PA to my Sierra. While not 
gaining the output power I was expecting, I did get a significant gain over 
the stock model. Here are the power output levels I have achieved after the 
installation as measured with an OHR WM-2 wattmeter. 


28 MHz 2.5w 
21 MHz 2. 5w 
14 MHz 4.5w 
10 MHz 2.7W 


7.0 MHz 4.3w 
3.5 MHz 4.0w 


While these numbers are not earthshaking, they are much better than my stock 
Sierra. My Sierra was putting out .9 watt on 28 MHz, 1.2 watt on 21 MHz, 
for example. So the output has doubled on these two bands. 14 and 7 MHz 
are slightly over a watt more output than when stock and 3.5 MHz is about 2 
watts more out. I adjusted C33 and C36 again on each band module to peak 
them although they were very close to begin with. I tried changing R15 from 
43 ohms to 56 ohms with negligible improvement. 

After a qso on forty meters, I noticed the back panel (heat sink) was only 
slightly warmer than room temperature. 

I would be interested in hearing from others who have performed this mod to 
their Sierra and any suggestions they might have. Feel free to email me any 
questions the list might have, I'll do my best to answer one and all. 

One suggestion to those performing this mod. The instructions from Peter 
say to take power from the right side of D6. Don't do this!!!!! It has 
power on at ALL times when the power supply is on. The switch DOES NOT turn 
power off to the PA if you take the 12 volts from this point. A better idea 
is to take the power from the center leg of the power switch. I took it 
from underneath the board. You may have a better route but make sure the 
power to the PA is turned off when the rig is turned off. 

I hope this has been of some help. I was really thinking there would be 
quite a few posts about this mod, but I haven't seen any. But then again, I 
had it on postpone while I was in Florida and might have missed the thread.

Gang, 
Here's the way I see it for QRPTTF on saturday. 


First, the sun has been very quiet past few weeks, and as a result, the 
solar flux is at fairly low levels ... skirting right around 100 as we 
speak. The solar flux goes up and down about every 24-28 days as the 

sun rotates. Right now, we are at bottom dead center. In fact, it is 
believed today (wednesday) was the minimum, meaning it may start climbing, 
but not by much by saturday. My guess is the solar flux will be 110-115 
on saturday. Just barely at a level to keep 15M open, and doubtful on 
10M. Of course always check, you never know. 20M will be the main band 
during daylight hours saturday. 


The GEOMAGNETIC FIELD is another story. It's been rotten past few days 
as many of you have noticed, with K indexes in the 4-5 range (minor 
storm) and active conditions today. Here's what's happening: 

On APRIL 17th, there was a coronal mass ejection (CME) for which the 
shock wave hit the earth at 1600+ UTC on April 19th. That triggered 
minor storm conditions most all day. 

Yesterday there was a filament eruption (very narrow and not usually seen 
optically) that was detected by the LASCO satellite. It blew off a 
bunch of material that will likely hit the earth anytime (around April 
22-23) and cause more geomagnetic disturbances, perhaps even minor 
storming. 


HOWEVER, all should be well by saturday. The critical time will be 
TOMORROW. If there is a flare or CME tomorrow (thursday), the shock wave 
would smack into the earth about mid-day saturday. That would not be 
good! But, the sun is very quiet right now, and I think the chances of 

a flare are fairly slim. Yeah I know, Custer said that too :-) This 
means the noise, or static levels on 20-40M should be fairly low. I 
would expect the A-index on saturday to be in the 6-8 range, for just 
unsettled conditions. QRP signals get through that just fine. 


SUMMARY : 

10M - if it's open, we'll be very lucky 

15M - will be open daytime, but I think propagation will be weak, and 
prone to rapid fading (QSB). BUT ... might be worth checking 
around sundown for 30-45 minutes of "grey line" propagation. 
This would particularly favor north-south skip. 

20M - will be the main band during the daytime. Flux is high enough to 
support good propagation although combined with the unsettled 
geomagnetic field will offer some absorption. This means long 
path DX signals may be kinda weak, but local QSO's will be a 
function of where your signals land. 

4OM - will be open all day as it always is (40M is not effected by the 
solar flux). During daylight hours, it will be noisy. After about 
3pm local, it will quiet down as the sun angle lowers, and will be 
very good around dark until the end of QRPTTF. 


QRPTTF STRATEGY: 


Here's what we're going to do from the CA/NV border. We're gonna setup 
two stations ... one on 20M using a Spider antenna, and the other station 
will be for 15M/40M using a tuned 40M inverted-vee, which is also 

resonant at 15M. If 15M is open at all, one will be on 15M, the other on 
20M. After we "milk out the band," the operators will change stations 
(literally just change chairs) and swap working the two bands. In the 
afternoon, we drop down on 40M periodically to check it out, and of course 
work it when activity is good, with the other station still on 20M. 


This way, we can work 3 bands with 2 antennas, and of course work 2 

bands simultaneously in spite of the 2 stations only being yards apart. 
We'll be using our own calls, not a multi-op, so listen for NA5N, KI6DS 
and NOQT signing NA/CA/DENNYS (just seeing if you're paying attention!) 


That's one strategy to consider ... of course your mileage may differ. 
And if that doesn't work for us, next year we're bringing the crankup 
tower :-) 


Band conditions will be a bit mushy, but still sufficient to support a 
good contest with plenty of QSO's. Nothing to wipe out QRP signals. 

It also means 20-15M propagation paths will be changing constantly since 
the E and F layers aren't being ionized real heavy. So that means what 
you hear one hour may be totally different the next. If 15M sounds 
dead, keep checking it(and 10M) peridically for sporaidic openings. 


Have fun everyone, whether you stay at home, go to the field, find that 
Taco Bell, a border location, camp out for the night or whatever. As for 
us, the only place we could find to spend the night was Circus Circus in 
Las Vegas. Bummer.

> Just got a new MFJ 9015 cw rig, but I am not use to the AGC. The radio when 
> on always "pops" and makes it hard to copy cw, you get a split second of 
> silence. Is this normal? I checked the voltage for the AGC and it is OK. 


It sounds to me like the AGC is slow to react to a signal, then over 
compensates. There well could be a problem, like some caps and/ or 
resistors the wrong values or in the wrong locations. I'd contact MFJ 
and ask. (If you have a problem with a rig, it's generaly a good 
idea to contact the manufactur first...) 


A side note about AGCs... 


I had similer problems in building audio derived AGC 

circuits. I was putting the audio peak detector after the audio band 
pass filter, but was trying to control the signal at the IF amp. 
Turns out there is a significant delay of up to several miliseconds 
for the signal to travel through the audio filter. This was causing 
the pop, as the AGC had not yet responded to the strong signal. By 
the time it did react, there was already a strong signal "buffered" 
in the audio filter. 


The solution was to put the audio level detector before the audio 
filter. This however, leads to another problem. If the IF filter is 
farily wide (or non-existant as in a DC Rx), strong near-by signals 
will "pump" the AGC. Owners of the QRP+ rigs notice this problem. 


So, it is a trade off. Do you want to eliminate the "pop" or do you 
want to live with AGC "pumping"? Personally, I find the consistant 
poping more annoying than the ocassional pumping. 


The ideal solution is to have a narrow IF filter for CW and to have 
RF derived AGC.

One of the problems in getting a logging program author to support a given 
contest with their software is the scoring issues changing from year to 
year. The QRPTTF seems to be a 'theme' contest with different twists to the 
scoring each time. 


I haven't used all of the logging programs, but the one I do use and will 
probably use for QRPTTF, if I decide to take the computer along, is TR-Log. 
It can be set up for many contests and has many options that can be used to 
customize it for others that it doesn't specifically support. For QRPTTF, 
the points per QSO depends on the number of SPCs. Border stations will count 
for two or more and might be worth 10-15-20 points. TR-Log doesn't handle 
this gracefully, it only recognizes one mult per QSO. But it will record the 
QSO and I'll manually total things up afterwards. 


NA claims to be able to be customized using templates for any contest. I 
have no idea if it is flexible enough to handle this contest, though. CT, I 
haven't used since ver. 7, which is ancient by now, but I suspect it won't 
do much better than just record the QSO information either. 

Unless the contest settles on a standard format from year-to-year, 
(something I don't think we really want to do) the logging programs probably 
won't add specific support for this contest.

I installed commercial radios in the late 70's. Most of our work was for 
police, fire, first aid squads, and road departments. We also did businesses 
such as trucking, construction, buses, etc. We ran the positive lead 
directly to the battery unless there was a power tap close by. If I remember 
it correctly some of the Chrysler products had a solenoid relay mounted to 
the side wall near the battery. It had a short lead that ran directly to the 
battery. Instead of disturbing the main power lead on the battery we'd 
connect to he positive terminal on the solenoid. GM products started coming 
with a power tap that was mounted less than a foot from the battery. Large 
inline fuses came with each radio - only one - for the positive side. 

Radios did not come with fuses for the ground leads back then. At least not 
the commercial GE, Motorola, RCA, units we installed. Most had large "units" 
that were mounted in the rear trunk of a car or in the case of a truck on 
the wall behind the seat or under the seat. A thick "control cable" was run 
under the carpeting to the front of the vehicle to the control head 
location. The positive power lead followed the control cable then continued 
thru the firewall to the battery. In this type of installation we grounded 
the unit close to where it was mounted to keep the ground lead short. We did 
this by drilling a hole into the body and installing a 1/4x20 bolt to create 
a ground stud. Most of the ground leads back then were only a few feet long 
to promote this practice. We soldered everything! 


In a case such as a small one piece transceiver (like a ham rig or today's 
commercial radios) that's being installed in the passenger compartment of a 
car we ran both leads to the engine compartment and connected the positive 
line as stated above. The negative lead would be connected to wherever the 
battery negative cable was connected, usually on the side wall of the engine 
compartment, or we'd install our own ground stud. I don't recall seeing dual 
fuses until I bought my first Kenwood mobile 2 meter - a TM-241.

Guys, 


First - a warning - DO NOT open your 22-503 power supply with 
it plugged into an AC outlet and don't attempt the mod I 

suggest below unless you absolutely *KNOW* what you are doing. 
There are lethal voltages inside this unit - be very careful! 


I had a look inside my new 13.8V 3A Radio Shack PSU tonight. 

It uses a Power Integrations TOPS II switch device, the TOP226Y. 
The circuit is very simple. I traced out the schematic a bit 
and compared it to the Power Integrations datasheet on the web. 
I found the circuit to be very similar to the one on page 7 

of the datasheet at: 


http://www. powerint.com/PDFFiles/top221-227vc. pdf 


If you replace R1 with a 5000hm ten turn precision trimpot, 
you can vary the output voltage from about 13.5V to over 16.5V 
(don't go too high!). Certainly, you can control the output 
voltage very accurately around 14V, which is where I know all 
you K2 builders using internal batteries want to be. 


You opened up your unit and couldn't see R1? That's because 
it's a surface mount 3900hm resistor on the underside of the 
PCB - you have to more or less completely dismantle the 
power supply to get the board out to have at R1. 


It's not a bad design. I don't like the way the power output 
wires track all the way to the back of the unit over the 
switcher again (they are bound to pick up noise doing this). 
Screened leads or repositioning the output terminals might 
be cures for this....YMMV. 


BTW, I xDOx have a vested interest in Power Integrations, so 
my opinion here is biased - I have a substantial block of 
POWI shares in my retirement portfolio!

There are lots 
of folks on this list who have knowledge of the rig and can 
help, should you get stuck.

Steve, the PA has absolute no current, if you are in transmit mode, but I am 
sure, your solution to connect 12V is the better one. 


The 5 or 6 PA I assembled by myself all give between 8.5 Watt and 9.5 Watt 
from 1800 kHz to 52 MHz at 13,8 Volt power supplies,the same has been 
reported by other OM. Whats about your driver power? The PA needs abt 250 mV 
RMS RF at 50 Ohm. 

Those PA with less power most had problems with the transformers.

Hi everyone: 

I just completed installing the Funkamateur PA to my Sierra. While not 
gaining the output power I was expecting, I did get a significant gain over 
the stock model. Here are the power output levels I have achieved after the 
installation as measured with an OHR WM-2 wattmeter. 


28 MHz 2.5w 
21 MHz 2. 5w 
14 MHz 4.5w 
10 MHz 2.7W 
7.0 MHz 4.3w 
3.5 MHz 4.0Ow 


While these numbers are not earthshaking, they are much better than my stock 
Sierra. My Sierra was putting out .9 watt on 28 MHz, 1.2 watt on 21 MHz, 
for example. So the output has doubled on these two bands. 14 and 7 MHz 
are slightly over a watt more output than when stock and 3.5 MHz is about 2 
watts more out. I adjusted C33 and C36 again on each band module to peak 
them although they were very close to begin with. I tried changing R15 from 
43 ohms to 56 ohms with negligible improvement. 

After a qso on forty meters, I noticed the back panel (heat sink) was only 
slightly warmer than room temperature. 

I would be interested in hearing from others who have performed this mod to 
their Sierra and any suggestions they might have. Feel free to email me any 
questions the list might have, I'll do my best to answer one and all. 

One suggestion to those performing this mod. The instructions from Peter 
say to take power from the right side of D6. Don't do this!!!!! It has 


power on at ALL times when the power supply is on. The switch DOES NOT turn 
power off to the PA if you take the 12 volts from this point. A better idea 
is to take the power from the center leg of the power switch. I took it 
from underneath the board. You may have a better route but make sure the 
power to the PA is turned off when the rig is turned off. 

I hope this has been of some help. I was really thinking there would be 
quite a few posts about this mod, but I haven't seen any. But then again, I 
had it on postpone while I was in Florida and might have missed the thread.
